My  Dear  Mr.  Warren: 

Your  interesting  data  concerning 
Isaac  Lincoln  is  at  hand,  for  which  I 
thank  you. 

Since  writing  you  I  located  the 
Deed  records  of  the  sale  of  these  lands, 
through  which  your  identification  of 
this  Isaac  Lincoln  is  completely  sub- 
stantiated.   He  took  up  two  farms, and 
they  are  located  near  a  little  town 
called  Lewis  Creek,  on  the  railroad 
between  Shelbyville  and  Columbus.  This 
railroad  passes  directly  through  one 
of  them. 

One  deed  is  dated  June  11,183', 
and  the  other , Jan . 1 2 , 1 836 ,  and  in  both 
is  recited  the  fact  that  Isaac  Lincoln 
is  "of  Warren  County,  Ohio".  The  only 
discrepancy  is  that  the  wife  signs  as 
"Mary  Lincoln"  instead  of  Margaret. 

Wayne sville  is  in  Warren  county, 
and  I  find  that  there  are  other  early 
settlers  in  the  neighborhood  from  that 
county,   so  I  would  surmise  that  they 
might  have  lived  in  Shelby  county  for 
a  short  time,  and  then  returned  to 
their  former  home  in  Ohio. 

I  am  writing  feature  stories  for 
a  Shelbyville  paper, and  will  in  due 
time  make  use  of  this  material.  Again

I  nave  tried  for  a  good  many  years  to  verify  or  disprove 
the  assertion  of  my  grandmother,  Hannah  Maria  (Hosher)  De  Yinn^y, 
that  her  grandfather,   Spencer  Lincoln,  was  a  relative  of 
Abraham  Lincoln. 

Spencer  Lincoln  died  22d  of  September,  1848,  aged  68  . 
years,  and  was  buried  at  Palermo,  Oswego  County,  New  York,  where 
he  had  lived  for  sometime.     I  know  nothing  further  regarding 
him  or  his  ancestry  except   that  he  married  twice.     His  first 
wife  died  in  Oneida  County  about  1832  and  they  had  eight 
children1  William,   Sally,  Lydia  (My  great  grandmother),  Hiram, 

Lura,  Mercy,  Esther  and  Mary.     He  married  second  Dinah   — 

but  they  had  no  children. 

I  wish  to  inquire  whether  there  is  any  record  which  will 
give  any  further  facts  regarding  Spencer  Lincoln  to  show 
whether  or  not  he  was  a  relative  of  the  President. 

I  might  add  that  a  friend  of  mine,  Professor  Woltmann  of 
St.  Paul,  possesses  an  original  photograph  of  Abraham  Lincoln, 
which  is,   of  course,  of  g reat  historic  interest.

NEW  YORK,  April  26 

TWO  summonses,  served  here  to- 
day against  a  "squatter,-'  re- 
vealed the  man  named  in  them 
as  a  reputed  second  cousin  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln,  the  Civil  War  Presi- 
dent. 

When  Policeman  William  Fitz- 
gerald went  to  an  abandoned  pass- 
enger' bus  in  Riverside  Park,  near 
the  railroad  tracks  and  79th  St.,  he 
stepped  back  in  surprise  as  Charles 
Roscoe  Miles,  the  '  squatter,"  opened 
the  door. 

Before  the  astonished  police- 
man's gaze  stood  a  tall,  gangling 
man,  wearing  a  beard,  a  long  frock 
coat  and  baggy  trousers— a  "sec- 
ond edition"  of  the  Great  Emanci- 
pator. 

With  a  slight  bow.  Miies  accepted 
(he  summonses — on?  from  the  Board 
of  Health  for  establishing  a  resi- 
dence without  a  permit,  and  the 
other  from  the  Park  Department 
for  illegal  parking. 

A  short  time  later,  inside  his  im- 
maculately clean  "home,"  he  ex- 
plained that,  although  he  was  born 
in  1871,  si;:  years  after  the  death  of 


Lincoln,  he  is  the  President's  second 
cousin. 

"My  mother's  name  was  Mary 
Amelia  Peppers,  and  my  maternal 
grandmother  was  Nancy  Hanks, 
who  was  Abraham  Lincoln's  mother. 
And  I,  also,  was  born  in  a  log  cabin, 
near  Caldwell,  Ohio." 

Because  of  his  relationship  and 
his  remarkable  physical  likeness  to 
Lincoln,  Miles  said  he  has  patterned 
his  life  and  habits  after  those  of 
"Honest  Abe."  He  said  that  he  has 
children  in  California,  but  that 
he  doesn't  want  to  ask  them  for 
financial  help. 

Once,  he  went  on,  he  was  fairly 
prosperous.  He  owned  a  garage  in 
San  Diego  and,  later,  was  in  the 
real  estate  business.  Then,  in  1925, 
hir  wife  died,  and  "things  have  been 
g9lng  wrong  since." 

He  came  here  last  summer  in  a 
small  automobile,  stopping  here  and 
there  en  route  to  make  a  few  dollars 
posing  for  artists  as  Abraham  Lin 
coin  or  appearing  in  patriotic 
pageants.  He  wants  to  leave  New- 
York  as  soon  as  he  gets  enough 
money.  Then,  it  is  his  hope,  he 
can  return  to  the  sunshine  of  Cali- 
fornia and  "another  start"  in  life.

Oklahoma  City  as  a  whole  pays 
little  attention  to  the  birthday  of 
the  Illinois  rail-splitter  who  became 
one  of  the  nation's  most  illustrious 
leaders.  Even  the  banks  will  keep 
their  doors  open  next  Friday.  But 
Billy,  who  is  15,  plans  to  take  a  day 
off  from  school  and  devote  his  time 
to  a  further  study  of  the  life  of  his 
famous  relative. 

Has  Many  Biographies 
The  boy,  a  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Oscar  E.  Soderstrom,  has  acquired' 
numerous  biographies  of  Lincoln 
and  has  not  only  made  a  painstak- 
ing study  of  the  former  President's 
life  and  works  but  has  done  an  ex- 
haustive research  into  the  history 
of  the  war  years,  with  particular 
attention  to  Lincoln's  relationships 
with  the  various  generals  he  hurled 
against  Lee's  army. 

With  his  interest  in  the  family 
lineage  quickened  by  his  75-year- 
old  grandfather,  who  received  his 
name  from  Lincoln,  young  Soder- 
strom reads  all  material  he  can  find 
on  "Honest  Abe." 

The  grandfather,  J.  D.  Nowell,  of 
Kansas  City,  carries  the  name  of 
the  president  of  the  Confederacy, 
bestowed  on  him  by  the  Union 
president. 

War  Begins  Soon  After  Christening 

As  the  story  goes,  both  Lincoln 
and  Jefferson  Davis  were  visiting 
at  the  home  of  Mr.  Nowell's  par- 
ents soon  after  he  was  born  in  1861. 
Jefferson  wanted  to  .  name  the 
youngster  Abraham  Lincoln,  but 
Lincoln,  claiming  his  relationship 
rights,  named  the  youngster  for 
Jefferson. 

It  was  only  a  few  weeks  after 
this  friendly  meeting  that  hostilities 
of  the  war  between  the  states 
started. 

Mr.  Nowell,  with  whom  Billy  likes 
!  to  visit,  is  a  third  cousin  to  Lincoln, 
his  mother  having  been  born  Mar- 
tha Lincoln,  a  second  cousin  to  the 
famous  president. 


Closest  Living  Relative 

The  grandfather  believes  himself 
to  be  the  closest,  as  well  as  the  old- 
est, living  relative  of  Honest  Abe. 

Billy,  a  senior  at  Central  High 
School,  expects  to  attend  Oklahoma 
University  after  his  graduation  this 
spring.  His  big  ambition  is  to  re- 
|  ceive  an  appointment  to  Annapolis 
or  West  Point,  and  he  is  pointing 
his  high  school  course  in  this  di- 
rection. 

He  is  interested  in  radio  work, 
and  plays  both  the  piano  and  clari- 
net. He  was  a  member  of  the  high

LAST  week  I  visited  two  charm- 
ing elderly  women  of  this  city 
J  who  are  fourth  cousins  of 
President  Abraham  Lincoln. 
They  are  Mrs.  Ella  B.  Adams,  widow 
of  Washington  Adams,  5656  Oak 
street,  and  Mrs.  Julia  Howard  Hurt, 
713  Troost  avenue.  Their  great  grand- 
father was  Thomas  Lincoln,  of  Fay- 
ette County,  Kentucky,  who  was  a 
brother  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  the 
grandfather  of  President  Abraham 
Lincoln.  This  first  Abraham  Lincoln 
of  Kentucky  was  killed  by  Indians. 
His  son,  Thomas  Lincoln,  named  his 
con  Abraham,  after  his  father. 

Thomas  Lincoln,  the  brother  of 
this  first  Abraham  Lincoln,  had  two 
sens,  Abraham  and  George,  both  of 
whom  came  from  Kentucky  and  set- 
tled in  Missouri  early  in  the  last  cen- 
tury.  Abraham  settled  first  in  wasi 


is  now  Saline  County,  In  1823,  but 
afterward  moved  to  Clay  County  and 
took  up  a  farm.  His  wife  was  Agnes 
Feming.  They  had  five  children,  one 
of  whom,  Albert,  was  a  farmer  near 
Kearney.  Many  of  the  descendants 
of  this  Abraham  Lincoln,  who  settled 
in  Clay  County,  live  in  Clay,  Clinton 
and  Platte  counties  and  in  other 
places  in  the  middle  West. 

George  Lincoln,  brother  of  the 
Abraham  just  mentioned,  was  the 
grandfather  of  Mrs.  Adams  and  Mrs. 
Hurt,  who  are  first  cousins.  Mrs. 
Adams,  telling  last  week  of  this,  her 
grandfather,  and  his  kinship  to  the 
great  emancipator  President,  said: 

Xot  Always  Proud  of  Link  With 
"Old  Abe." 
"When  I  was  a  girl,  during  the 
Civil  War  and  a  long  while  afterward, 
I  was  ashamed  of  my  relationship  to 
tils  Abolitionist  President,  'Old  Abe,' 


who  had  taken  away  our  slaves,  for 
we  were  'rebels'  and  I  had  three  un- 
cles in  the  Confederate  army.  But  I 
long  ago  learned  what  a  noble  char- 
acter Abraham  Lincoln  was,  and  I 
am  proud  of  my  kinship  to  him.  My 
grandfather.  George  Lincoln,  and  his 
wife,  several  children,  their  slaves, 
horses,  cattle  and  other  goods  and 
chattels,  came  from  Kentucky  115 
years  ago,  and  he  got  a  patent  from 
the  government  to  400  acres  of  land 
where  the  Odd  Fellows  Orphans' 
Home  is,  south  of  Liberty,  in  Clay 
County.  He  had  thirteen  children, 
seven  sons  and  five  daughters  of 
whom  grew  to  maturity,  and  the  sons 
were  all  like  Abraham  Lincoln  in  be- 
ing moie  than  6  feet  tall.  My  father, 
John  K.  Lincoln,  was  more  than  6 
feet  tall  and  weighed  250  pounds.  His 
brother,  my  uncle,  James  E.  Lincoln, 
was  probate  judge  of  Clay  County 
from  1877  to  1884.  He  %died  thirty- 
six  years  ago,  but  his  widow,  Mrs. 
Maggie  Bird  Lincoln,  lived  to  be  89 
years  old.  She  was  the  mother  of 
Capt.  Gatewood  S.  Lincoln,  retired 
naval  officer  and  once  governor  of 
American  Samoa." 

The  late  Mrs.  Maggie  Bird  Lincoln, 
I  who  died  last  year,  was  one  of  the 
I  six  girls  graduated  from  the  old  Clay 
I  Seminary  in  Liberty  seventy-four 
j  years  ago.  Only  two  of  those- six  are 
alive  today— Mrs.  Julia  Howard  Burt 
land  Mrs.  Cordelia  Green  Drumm, 
of  the  Riviera  apartments,  widow  of 
Andrew  Drumm.  The  other  three  of 
those  six  girls  were  Mrs.  Martha  J. 
Simrall  of  Liberty,  who  died  two 
years  ago;  Mrs.  Maggie  Baxter  Park, 
mother  of  Governor  Park  of  Missouri, 
and  Mrs.  Clay  George  Rogers,  who 
lived  in  Columbia,  Mo.    Mrs.  Hurt's 


mother  was  Cordelia  Lincoln,  daugh- 
ter of  George  Lincoln,  the  pioneer 
from  Kentucky,  who  married  Col. 
John  Leland  Howard,  a  brilliant  son 
of  a  captain  in  the  English  navy. 

"Going  back  to  the  Lincoln  family," 
said  Mrs.  Adams,  "my  grandfather, 
George  Lincoln,  built,  I  am  quite  sure, 
the  first  brick  house  in  Clay  County. 
He  died  in  middle  age  and  Iris  widow, 
my  grandmother,  survived  him  and 
managed  the  estate  for  many  years. 
She  was  a  remarkably  beautiful 
woman,  accomplished,  a  fine  musician 
and  very  wealthy  for  those  days. 
When  I  was  quite  a  chunk  of  a  girl 
I  asked  her  why,  since  she  was  so 
charming  and  rich,  she  never  had 
married  again  and  she  answered  me 
sharply:  'You  are  the  first  person 
who  has  had  the  impudence  to  sug- 
gest such  a  thing.' 

"My  Grandmother  Lincoln  was  a 
devout  member  of  the  Christian 
church  in  Liberty.  When  her  young- 
est daughter,  my  aunt  Julia,  wsa  mar- 
ried to  John  McMichael,  my  grand- 
mother sent  clear  to  Kentucky  and 
had  the  Rev.  Moses  E.  Lard  come  ali 
the  way  from  Lexington  to  perform 
the  wedding  ceremony.  He  was  the 
pioneer  missionary  preacher  of  the 
Christian  church  who  planted 
churches  of  that  denomination  all 
through  this  part  of  Missouri,  but 
especially  in  Clay  and  Clinton  coun- 
ties. He  was  the  grandfather  of 
George  B.  Longan  of  The  Star.  I 
heard  Brother  Lard  preach  many  a 
time  and  he  was  a  great  preacher. 
That  wedding  of  my  Aunt  Julia,  at 
which  Moses  E.  Lard  presided,  was 
one  of  the  memorable  weddings  of 
Clay  County.  Among  the  delectable 
rarities  on  the  banquet  table  were 


pineapples  and  bananas— almost  un- 
known then  on  the  frontier.

William  A.  Lincoln,  of  4J5  South  Summit  street,  Civil  war  veteran 
and  former  member  of  the  Dayton  hoard  of  education,  celebrates  the 
ninety-second  anniversary  of  his  birth  on  Lincoln's  birthday. 

W.  A.  Lincoln,  Dayton 
Civil  War  Vet,  Boasts 
Same  Birthday  As  Abe 

Still  Spry  At  92,  Former  Member 
Of  Cumberland  Army,  Recalls  War. 

Age  has  no  terror  and  but  little  meaning  for  William  A. 
Lincoln,  425  South  Summit  street,  who  celebrated  the  ninety- 
second  of  his  birth  Saturday.  Walking  about  in  his  pleasant 
and  comfortable  home,  or  seated  at  his  desk  writing  a  letter,  this 
Laytonian  who  bears  the  same  surname  and  has  the  same  birth- 
date  as  the  martyred  president,  looks  back  to  the  days  in  which' 
he  carried  a  musket  in  the  army  of  the  Cumberland  under  the 
command  of  "Pop"  Thomas,  and  forward  to  the  future  of  his  great- 
great-granddaughter,  now  almost  3  years  old. 

_________________      Born  in  the  days  when  "early  to 

rise"  was  a  more  commonly  ob- 
served custom,  Mr.  Lincoln  keeps 
to  the  habit  of  his  youth,  generally 
arising  between  six  and  half-past 
every  morning,  winter  and  sum- 
mer.   Occasionally  he  goes  down- 

 town,  or  out  for  a  drive.   


Always  his  mind  is  active.  He 
writes  a  good  many  letters,  talks 
with  animation  to  his  friends,  and 
sets  a  good  lesson  in  the  possibili- 
ties of  a  happy  old  age  to  the  three 
grandchildren  who  live  with  him. 
A  daughter,  Mabel  Lincoln  Ren- 
ner,  keeps  house #for  him. 

Twenty-five  years  ago  he  was 
the  truant  officer  of  the  Dayton 
public  schools,  and  many  a  boy 
now  grown  to  manhood  can  thank 
the  alert  mind  and  quick  eye  of 
that  truant  officer  for  seeing  that 
he  received  an  education. 

Seventy-five  years  ago — before 
most  of  us  were  bora — Mr.  Lincoln 
obtained  his  first  job  in  the  general 
store  and  post  office  operated  in. 
Centerville  by  Jim  Anderson. 

"In  those  days,"  he  said,  "I 
worked  from  5  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing until  10  o'clock  at  night." 
Kept  Muster  Roll 
Between  his  first  job  and  his 
service  as  truant  officer — a  span 
of  half  a  century — he  fought  in 
the  Civil  war  and  kept  the  muster 
roll  of  Co.  K,  179th  Ohio  regiment; 
worked  in  Dayton  in  the  dry  goods 
business  and  was  a  member  of  the 
board  of  education. 

He  came  to  Dayton  in  1863,  and 
enlisted  soon  after  in  the  Union 
army.  The  muster  roll  of  his  regi- 
ment is  still  in  his  possession,  care- 
fully preserved  in  an  antique  doll> 
trunk,  along  with  other  valuable 
papers  of  those  days.  He  also  h%s 
kept  the  musket  and  leather  cajj|- 
ridge  pouch  used  by  him  during" 
the  war  between  the  states.  jfof 
Returning  from  service  he  w^jt 
to  work  for  John  Darst  &  ;Q<&, 
then  known  as  Trebein's  st#jj$. 
Later  he  went  into  business  for 
himself.  Fifty  years  ago  he  jwas 
on  the  board  of  education  atjjd^e 
time  when  it  voted  to  buildjuthe 
public  library  in  Cooper  purfexr- 
just  now  observing  the  50tha^wjt-

That  a  relative  of  Lincoln's,  a 
fourth  cousin,  comes  to  Madi- 
son +o  spend  several  months 
every  winter. 

Mrs.  Clara  Lincoln  Pugh, 
mother  of  Mrs.  W.  E.  Riemen- 
schneider,  3606  Monroe  street, 
came  here  from  her  home  in 
Oxford,  Pa.,  last  November 
and  will  remain  with  her 
daughter  until  late  spring,  as 
she  has  done  every  winter  for 
many  years. 

Mrs.  Pugh,  who  is  72  and  too 
young  to  have  known  Lincoln, 
of  course,  is  the  daughter  of 
Fannie  Knight  Lincoln,  one  of 
12  children  of  the  Lincoln  fam- 
ily of  Maryland,  cousins  of 
Abraham  Lincoln.
